As far as finding the names of old cities which no longer exist, I 
find it convenient to use a Gazetteer published in 1850. If you 
will give me a list of the names of the cities which bother you I 
will be glad to look them up and give you the data.. I have had 
the same problem. 

If the sea urchins are handy I would enjoy sending my friend any of 
those which you can send me*. 

You have no idea how lucky you are to be retired and doing work on 
your hobby all the time while I struggle with mundane things. Best 
regards to you.

It does sound interesting and some day I would like to 
see part of it. *‘hat is one series which always appealed to me and I did work up 
into a couple of thousand notes at one time, mostly Ohio but a good representation 
of some of the other states. Then after getting a look at the collection in the 
Western Reserve Historical Society, who purchased Henry C:apman's private collec- 
tion while he was still alive, I decided that it was a pretty ambitious series to 
collect. I finally disposed of everything except Ohio, then sold those to a col- 
lector in Cincinnati and the balance to Jim Macallister. Kept only the Cleveland 
notes which I donated to the W R H S a few yeara ago. I have since picked up a 
few Ohio notes and have gone in strong for Florida since coming down here but that 
is the extent of my collection except for a highly specialized branch of that ser- 
ies which I started the first of the year.

I only have two sheets of the blue Continentals and one of them is the 1778 issue. 
I have seen sheets or parts of sheets of every issue, including the Yorktowns, so 
they were all issued. Seems to me that a few years ago you excppcted to pick up 
some of the blue sheets and were going to let me know. 

Can't help you on the Hard Time Tokens except for the Loomis Token of Cleveland. I 
do have a duplicate of that if you don't have it and will be glad to send it for 
your approval. Just let Stu Misher have my other duplicate. 



The South Carolina note of the Mar. 6, 1776 issue sounds interesting. J ‘hey are far 
from common. Were issued in the following denominations: ls3d, 2s6d, 5s9d, 5s, 
6s3d, 12s6d, 17s6d, kix&s* LI 10s, L115s, L2, L2 5s, L3, L15, L25, L50, LlOOt. The 
last four are quite common but the sMall denominations are scarce. I have five of 
them. 


Think I have located all of the Florida cities which were giving me trouble. An 
article in the historical Society Quarterly helped on most of them. I will keep 
your Gazetteer in mind however. By the way, do you have any early Florida currency 
from the period before 1861? I would appreciets a list of it or to examine the 

notes if you have any I do not have and I am also going to list a few Federal Res- 
erve Notes on your fair city which I neglected to pick up when they could be pick- 
ed up and now are hard to get. Maybe you gan pick them up for me. f can use;

As far as odd denominations are concerned, I am sending you the 
list from my notebook which gives you the odd denominati ons , 
and, as you see, I have been working on it for quite awhile. 

You may get some suggestions as to different items you could ob- 
tain. In my duplicates I have a |6, $7> §8 and $9 Peoples* Bank 
of Patterson, a $25 Mississippi & Alabama Railroad, a 20# Mount 
Pleasant apothecary store, a 300 City of Richmond, a$13 l/3 Colon- 
ial Virginia, and a $55 Colonial Virginia. I presume you have all 
these dehominations. 

Please return th*e sheets I am enclosing as soon as you have finished 
with them. 

I would like very much for you to send me for examination all of 
your South Carolina notes which contain Hebrew letters to prevent 
them from being counterfeited. This includes the issue of March 6, 
1776. In my own collection I have all of the December 27, 1776 is- 
sue except the $20, and would like to examine it. I believe these 
are the only two issues which contain Hebrew letters. 

I will go to work on the Federal Reserve Banknotes at my first op- 
portunity. 

The Kansas note was in the March 6 issue of Life Magazine, but sinoe 
they did not mention my name I have nothing to be oonoerned about. 

I have six sheets of Continental Blue Notes, but I imagine they are 
so scarce that my chances of ever getting any more are few. 

Will write you again shortly.

Lear Eric: 

Just on a two day drive to catch up with my correspondence and am now 
pretty well cleaned up to date, so, while in the mood I will reply to 
your latter of the 3rd, return your record sheets, and loan you my South 
Carolina notes which might contain that which you are after but your 
knowledge of Hebrew will have to be better than my own. 

I am endorsing seiien of the small notes of the March 6, 1776 issue. 

Also five of the notes of Oct. 19, 1776, which appear to have Hebrew 

letters on the r verse. Maybe they are Greek, I never studied that lan- 
guage and flunked Latin and have had a ^11 of a time with English ever 
since. The only Hebrew I can recognize is the "Kosher” sign#' in res- 
taurants . 

Appreciate yo sending me the odd-denomination list of your notes. You 
have included the Colonials and Continentals, which I did not but I 
can easily add them, however, I had planned to stick to currency issued 
since 1800. I do not have any of the modern sales tax items and lask the 
following denominations which you list: 

1-1/90. 3-1/50, 70, 120, 37^0, S&0, $30. 00, $200. 00, $300.00, and the two 
three, and five thousand dollar notes. I do have a 700 note, which you do 

not list and think I can pick you up one of them as two were offered me. 

I have records of 18-3/40, $±iferi&fl$ll . 00 , $12.00, notes but have not been 
able to locate any. 

If you care to send me your duplicate 200, and the two Virginia notes, 
wich you liat, I may keep them. I have recently been trying to make head 
or tails out of the various letters on Virginia notes and have been pick- 
ing up all notes on that colony which turn up. Should have done that 
years ago for I have handled a great many Va. notes in the past twenty 
years. If you do run across any other odd denomination currency, wheih 
you are not interested in, keep me in mind. 

Just noticed you ask for the $20.00, S.C. Dec. 23, 1776 note so am in- 
cluding that along with the others. 

Hope you have a little luck on the Federal il ’eserve Bank notes and will 
take the early issues in the best condition that you can get them.

I am enclosing the best specimen of the 1934 A, $10.00 
Silver certificate which I could pick up. They have 
not been issued down here and I got this out of cir- 
culation up in Cleveland. They were not issued up 
there either. I hope that will off-set the 1934 C 
which you sent me. I am also enclosing the best 1934B 
which I have located but do have more of these coming 
and may be able to locate you a better . A^_any rate, 
this will cost you faee value so you can^lose too 
much on the note. Even if you do get a cri^pp one I 
suggest holding this as they will be scarce some day.

As far as Federal Reserve Banknotes are concerned, I have only 
been able to obtain Series 1934 C of the $5.00, same being en- 
closed herewith, I am also enclosing an uncirculated $10,00 
silver certificate Series 1934 C, which you requested. 

You asked me to send you the two Virginia notes, $55.00 and $13 l/3 
and they are enclosed herewith.

Dear Eric : 

Your letter and the notes arrived in good erder. Sorry there was nothing of much 
interest on the South Carolina notes but my own impression was that the various 
designs and lettering was only to make it hard to counterfeit. The notes them- 
selves are quite scarce. 

Now for those you sent me on approval. I can use the 20<t Apothecary Store but you 
did not price same. I can also use the two Virginia colonials but a short time ago 
I sent some forty Georgia notes to a friend up north and he kept the entire lot. I 
am enclosing what few Georgia duplicates I have left and if you can find anything 
of equivelant value and of interest, make you selection. If there is nothing here 
and you care to put a figure on the notes, I will mail you a check. 

I am very leased to get the $10.00 Silver Certificate, 1934 C but may have a 
little trouble in getting you a strictly crisp 1934 A in exchange. The A series 
was issued with both blue seal and with gold seal for the African invasion, as you 
probably know. The gold seal were quite common but I have only picked up a few of 
the blue seals and they were all^from circulation. I have several coming to me 
from the Federal Reserve Bank in Cleveland and I may be able to find one good 
enough for you. I only have one 1934 B note and that too same from a bank. Have 
several parties who are in a position to look for them, trying to pick me up some 
nice ones but so far have not been able to find which Federal branch issued them. 
They were not issued in New York, Cleveland, Dallas, or Atlanta so they may have 

come from the west coast, however I have had Ralph Mitchell and a coupld. of dealers 

out there on the lookout and they have not spotted any as yet. Anyway, I owe you a 

1934 A if I can get a nice one. a $5.00 note is enclosed for the Federal Reserve 

Note you included. 

Now one other request. Are your Florida notes in condition to allow me to examine 
them? That is, are they mounted or housed so that it would not disrupt things too 
much to mail them to me. I have been trying to re-construct the plates of the 
Florida issues and have been cheking for plate letters, engravers, signatures, 
dates, etc. The Chase bank has photostated all of their Florida notes for me and 
so have two other museums and several private collectors have allowed me to cfteck 
thier collections. You have one or two which may be varieties and a couple which 
I would like to see. I thank you for the memo on the Florida banks copied from 
the old bank note lists, One of those banks was not supposed to issue notes. 

Am trying to pick up a 700 note for you. It was on the City of Richmnnd, Va., as 
I recall, I do not have ray notes here at present, but I have written to two dealers 
and make locate another. Also have a nice 87 f 0 note on South Carolina which I 
prize considerably. 

Thanks again f oreverything and let me hear from you between remodelings.

Dear Eric: 

Had an early dinner at home tonite so am taking advantage of a long evening and 
catching up in some correspondence. Not that your letter or my reply is late this 
time, for I received your last yesterday, but you suggested a trade which in my 
weaker moments as well as your own, might be of mutual benfit to both of us. You 
suggested Missouri nationals as trading material. 

Well, h: re is the situation . I have never traded or sold a National D ank note^| 
which I did not have a duplicate of and never thought I v^ould. I sent you a list 
of all ray Missouri# notes some time ago so you probably know what I have. Also, I 
have not added a Missouri# note to my collection in about three years and probably 
have little chance of doing so with you on the active market. For that matter, I 
would not run you up on one if one was offered at auction. I am interested in 
Florida bank notes. Would also like to obtain a first charter note from my state 
if I knew where one could be found but have never hears of one, so will settle for 
E.B. notes and scrip, ffy Missuori notes are not doing me a darn but 6f good and 
your Florida notes are not of too much interest to you, except for types of that 
state so I'll make you some sort of trade of notes you lack for notes that I would 
like to have from your collection. 

You have all of the nctes marked, which I was interested in . T was pleased with 
the five notes you sent me, altho you came out a little the better on the condi- 
tion than I, however, I am not complaining for 1 was glad to get the five notes 
and the whole idea was mine. I have no other Florida material to offer at this 
time but may have some soon, however, jT still think you would be more interested 
in nationals. The only hitch is this. Florida currency costs on the market, from 
one dollar, or oven less, but say from one dollar to three dollars. I think 1 have 
only two notes in my entire collaction which cost more than that. My Missouri 
nationals, have cost me from twelve to forty dollars each and would probably bring 
all of that, if not more, if put on the market today. You have some sixteen or 
eighteen notes which I had slips in, besides the five you sent me. Do you want to 
make a list of Missouri notes, from my list, which you lack, let me make a selec- 
tion of say three or four from that list, and make you an offer for the balance of 
your Florida notes which I am interested in?

Sorryabout all the Missouri Nationals but if you recall, about 
a year ago I offered to swap you Missouri National Bank notes for some 
of your Florida Broken Banks and did not get a rise out of you. I had 
in mind at that time that I would consider any reasonable offer for my 
currency collection, in fact, I had talked to a couple of dealers reQ 
garding the Legals, Silver, Fed. ies . notes etc. but thought that I 
might keen my National Banks. Well, the result is that I sold everything 
except my Florida large and small notes and my Cleveland, Ohio Nationals. 
At first mehl was planning to keep them himself but guess he decided to 
dispose of some of the collection. There are a lot of real rarities in 
the collection, especially some of the early western territorials and 
the southern first charter notes, black charter notes and two denomin- 
ation item^but he ma j have a little trouble with my Ohio collection as 
there is hardly enough of a market to absorb several hundred notes of 
that state alone. 

I appreciate how you feel about early atlases. I have never 
collected them but do (Jccasionaly nick up maps, especially of Florida, 
and they facinate me. fry earliest is a Spanish map of 1?U6. Shells of 
course are a different matter and we continualy add to our collection 
but like paper money, new ones come slowly as our Western Atlantic col- 
lection now numbers something over eight hundred varieties and about 
all we lack are the rare deep water types and dredging is pretty ex- 
pensive and hard work. 

Have just rechecked my Florida duplicates against the records 
I made of the notes in your collection and do not find as many which 
you lack as I thought I had, however^ sm enclosing seven Florida notes 
which may interest you and about jaSIaEQ^ELvarious other notes which I 
hope appeal to you more than Floridas do, tho with the exception of a 
couple of the Ohio items, non«- of them are rare.

I am continuing with some other revolutionary research on 
coins but you will have to wait a year or so until my data 
is complete enough to disgorge.

Since your recent letter indicated an interest in exchanges, 
rather than cash, for the map of Florida, I have looked thru my few 
remaining duplicate 'Colonials and have turned up the following. A. year 
or more ago, I had three or four hundred Colonials and Continentals, 
tho most of them were the more common varieties. SoM them all to two 
different dealers and now only have about a dozen, and some of them are 
duplicates of the enclosed N.J. note, which is rather common but I had 
a chance to pick up several of them a few years back and they seemed 
like a good buy. 

The 2 New Hampshire notes are df the same vintage as the 2 
which were sent to you, some years back, by the dealer in Boston, who 
has since moved to New York. I believe he had a tag of thitty dollars 
each on his notes. I was visiting in Boston at about the same time you 
mailed the notes to me, and we sort of messed un a three way deal, 
which did not materialize. I figured the notes were worth at the most, 
about ten dollars each and I don't believe you ever took them up, after 
you mailed them to me. I could have used both of them and have been 
holding these 2 notes with the idea of sometime trying to contactSisen- 
berg, and if he still had the notes, offering to swap for the different 
denominations which he had. Then he just went out of the market and 
only recently has turned up in New York as a dealer. They are rare, but 
in my opinion, not thirty dollar items.

Have no idea when you will be back from your 
vacation but this will be waiting if you are not already 
back. Hope you enjoyed your trip, but I know you will for 
I have had reoorts on some of your former vacations. I 
am corresoonding with a chan in Spanish 1-forocco, who wants 
to exchange shells with me, but so far we have not ship- 
ped to each other. i-3y wants are rather limited to certain 
genus for a general collection from all over the world 
takes much too much space. We now exchange with parties 
in a number of foreign countries as well as buying from 
foreign dealers direct. 

Am glad you could use the 900 note. I'll^fstill 
try to get you a 700 of the same issue. I have added a 
number of interesting denominations, media of exchange, 
odd type notes, etc. to my collection, including the 
$20,000 Post Note of the Bank of the United States. I 
had the 1-2-3-5-thousand dollar notes. And I also picked 
up a set of the Territory of Wisconsin notes which I was 
especially happy to get because the 5 had the figure of 
the Indian which is shown on some notes as Tecumseh and 
on others as Nehamathla, one of the Seminole chiefs. I 
now have that figure on five different banks, all from 
the same olate. 

Yes, I have the 550 -$ 100-$500 notes of Florida 
of the 1865 issue. There was no 3500 igsued in l86l, from 
all records that I have examined and I have crossed 
Bradbeer's No. 1, off the list. Of the other denomina- 
tions I have up to six different lithographic plates of 
each denomination of l86l and 1362. So far I have worked 
out no pattern or arrived at any definate decision on 
these issues but hope soon to get over to Gainesville 
and Tallahassee and do a little more research. tho most 
of the state records were destroyed by the Union army. 

Your $500 Virginia item sounds good. I recently 
acquired a collection of over 300 Virginia notes and 
about 70 Colonials from the same colony, or did I tell 
you about this? I don't know why I bought them but there 
were a number of oddities which appealed to me and. some 
of the colonials were pretty nice. The dealers are 
hounding me for the dujhihicate colonials but I have not 
tried to disnose of the others. 


I loaned a number of my Colonial counterfeits 
to Scott for another article he is working up. He sent 
me his Virginia article and his Penna. one has not been 
printed. The notes Hoober is using to illustrate his 
article on Virginia currency, are all mine, and now some 
chap in South Carolina is working up something on that 
colony for his doctorate in Winthrop College and today I 
mailed him photostats of notes of that colony. 

Your monograph on the Machin'fe Mil sounds 
interesting and I will look forward to seeing it. I be- 
lieve I tfcold you I reviewed your article on the Contin- 
ental Currency at our local club together with an exhibit 
of both coins and currency. 

Have you acquired any duplicates of any kind, 
colonial, broken banks, scrip ?
